The board of supervisors last 
week ordered a study of the 
proposal to establish branches 
of the Los 'Angeles County Gen­ 
eral hospital at strategic points 
In unincorporated territory 
throughout the county. 

Supervisor Roger W. Jessup 
made the suggestion as the 
board was called on to approve 
an $80 bill presented by a pri­ 
vate ambulance service, Nov. 13.

It was pointed out that the 
branch hospitals not only could 
serve In an emergency manner 
but could relievo the overcrowd­ 
ed conditions in the main hos­ 
pital. Likewise the county fa­ 
cilities In outlying districts 
would materially solve the trans­ 
portation problems of many pa­ 
tients, especially Indlgents who 
find it difficult to travel to the 
general hospital from distant 
points. 

The Torrance Army hospital 
Is located In an unincorporated 
area, and while its buildings are 
considered as having a life of 
five y.ears, they are good for 
20 years, it Is said. 

The Army already has Indicat­ 
ed that the hospital will be 
abandoned some time next year.
